W 
Morse, until a year ago a dominant 
figure In the world of finance, and A1 
fred H. Curtis, former president ot 
the National Bank of North America, 
were found guilty in the criminal 
branch of the United States circuit 
court on charges of misapplication of 
funds and falsifying the books of the 
bank. 
Til* re was also the additional 
charge of conspiracy against the pris 
oners. but the jury acquitted the men 
on this count. 
Within five minutes of the time the 
jury had rendered its verdict, Judge 
Hough had refused to entertain a mo­ 
tion for hail and had committed the 
two bankers to the Tombs prison. 
Judge Ilough said that later he would 
hear any motion the lawyers for the 
prisoners desire to make. 
His de­ 
cision made it compulsory for the in 
carceration of Morse and Curtis in 
Cells in the Tombs prison for the night. 
The federal statutes provide a mini­ 
mum penalty ol five years’ imprison­ 
ment for falsifying the books of a 
bank, and a penalty of two years’ im­ 
prisonment and $5,000 fine, or both, 
for misapplication of funds. 
No al­ 
ternative but imprisonment is provid 
ed for conviction on the charge of fal­ 
sifying the books of a bank. 
The 
maximum penalty on this charge ii 
ten years’ imprisonment. 
Th ■» jury 
recommended clemency for Mr. Cur­ 
tis, but made no recommendation in 
the case of Mr. Morse 
The scene in the courtroom was a 
dramatic one. 
Mrs. Morse and Mrs. 
Curtis had remained in the courtroom 
nearly the entire day awaiting the ver­ 
dict. 
Mrs. Curtis showed signs of 
giving way to her emotion a number 
of times, and once when the Jury re­ 
turned to the courtroom to receive 
instructions on the manner In which 
the conspiracy charge should be con­ 
sidered, Mrs. Morse broke down and 
sobbed. 
It was evident by the excitement 
of court attendants some minutes be­ 
fore the jury filed In with a verdict 
that a decision had been reached and 
the news was quickly communicated 
to the principals in the case. 
This 
gave Mr. Mor^e and Mr. Curtis time 
to prepare themselves and to speak 
words 
of 
encouragement 
to 
their 
wives. 


Prexaged an Important Verdict. 
As the doors leading to the jury- 
room were thrown open silence fell 
upon the crowd. It could he seen from 
the solemn faces of the Jurors that an 
important verdict was to he delivered. 
Foreman John Elder read the ver­ 
dict. 
Mr. Morse and Mr. Curtis stood 
before the jury while Mr. Elder was 
reading the verdict and their wives 
sat near. 
"We have agreed upon a verdict In 
the case of both defendants,” said the 
foreman, in a subdued voice. 
"On the 
charge of conspiracy we find them not 
guilty." 
A look of relief came to the 
faces of the prisoners and their wives, 
but it only lasted a moment, for Mr. I 
Elder continued: "On the charge o f 1 
the misapplication of the funds of the 
hank, wo find both defendants guilty. 
On the charge of making false entries 
in the books of the hank, we find both 
defendants guilty. 
In the case of Al­ 
fred H. Curtis, the Jury wishes to 
make a strong recommendation to the 
mercy of the co u rt" 
A stifled sob of relief escaped Mrs. 
Curtis as she heard the recommenda­ 
tion for mercy for her husband. 
Mr. 
Curtis took the verdict like a stole, 
but Morse was unable to conceal the 
disappointment he felt, while his wife 
showed no signs of emotion. She kept 
ker eyes on her husband, forgetting 
herself. and being concerned only on 
his account. 
There was a momentarv hush in 
the courtroom after the verdict had 
been read. 
This was broken by a 
buzz of excited conversation and a few 
minutes later the lawyers for the de­ 
fe n d a n ts were making the customary 
^•notions for a new trial, for bail, and 
for permission to take an appeal to 
the circuit court of appeals. 
Judge Hough said that he would 
bear the motions later, when the pris­ 
oners, arg. arraigned before him, to-be

Electoral Votes. 


New York. Nov. 6.—The member 
ship of the electoral college wfcich 
will choose the next president of the 
United 
States 
remained in dispute 
when the official counters in Maryland 
abandoned their task for the night. 
According to the best Information oh- 
’a in able, the proportionate numbers 
of Republican and Democratic electors 
will he determined by a division of 
Maryland's eight votes. 
Half of the 
city of Baltimore and four of the twen­ 
ty-three counties outside of the capi­ 
tal are still to be counted, hut there 
is a strong indication that the state’s 
vote will be split. 
In any event, the 
margin of victory will be so small 
that the state is claimed by the lead­ 
ers of both parties. 
Though the splitting of a state’s 
electoral vote is unusual. It will he 
recalled that in 1904 Maryland elected 
one Republican and seven Democratic 
electors. 
Missouri appears to he safely for 
Taft, to whom the latest returns give 
a plurality of 4.225. 
Conceding 
Missouri to Taft and 
leaving Maryland to he split between 
him and Bryan, the figures show 319 
Republican electors assured and lad 
Democratic. 
Latest congressional returns Indi­ 
cate that the next congress will he 
composed of ?lfi Republicans and 175 
Democrats. a majority for the Roffdb- 
Moans of 41. 
The returns for the Socialist and 
Prohibition oarties are still far from 
complete, but Indicate that the hopes 
of the Socialists have not been realiz­ 
ed and that the Prohibitionists In 
c# rtain 
sections 
where gains 
have 
been expected, have been disappoint­ 
ed. 
The figures for the Independence 
party vote are also insufficient to g iv e 
an accurate idea of what the party 
accomplished. 
Outside of the returns, political in­ 
terest was engaged in the exchange 
of«- messages of congratulation and 
thanks between Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Taft: a statement hv Mr. Bryan, in 
which he sets forth his determination 
to continue his work for the good of 
all. in the capacity of a private citi­ 
zen: and the announcement by Mr. 
Sherman thst it cost him just $2,800 
to be elected vice president.

The terrific velocity of the descent 
for the first few hundred yards Is 
shown by the stream of smoke that 
trails from the wake of the saddle, de­ 
spite the fact that the rope has been 
wet. Afterward the incline diminishes 
somewhat, and the pace becomes corre­ 
spondingly slower. 
By the time the 
goal is reached the jheri, as the per­ 
former is called, is able to come to a 
standstill without disaster. 
This slide in the air is supposed to 
reveal the will of the gods as to the 
crops of the approaching season.

safety a plentiful harvest is assured.

Chicago, Nov. 6.—The Republican 
party will, according to present re­ 
turns from all congressional districts 
In the United States, control the next 
national house of representatives by 
a m ajority of 41. 
The figures so far 
received show the election of 216 Re 
nubile ana and 175 Democrats, a gain 
for the latter party of nine. 
The m ajorities In several districts 
are reported as extrem ely close, and 
It is possible that In a few instances 
the official count may change the fig­ 
ures glv«*n above. 
One of the surprising re sn ’ts of the 
later return s is the gains m ade by the 
Republicans 
in

“Solid 
South.” 
North Carolina was the most notable 
exam ple, three of the ten m em bers of 
the delegation from that state being 
Republican.

North Carolina has sent Republicans 
to the house since the reconstruction 
days. 
In Virginia several of th e Democrats 
had 
a narrow 
escape from 
defeat. 
R epresentative Saunders in the Fifth 
Virginia district claims his election 
by a plurality of 80 votes. 
The Re­ 
publicans claim the district by about 
100 votes. 
In Missouri the Republi­ 
cans gained two, electing six of the 
sixteen m em bers of the delegation. 
W hile these sains by the Republi­ 
cans in the South were unexpected 
and 
gratifying 
to 
the 
Republi­ 
can leaders, they were stunned by the 
losses in Northern states. 
Eleven of 
th e thirteen representatives from In­ 
diana are Democratic and five of the 
six elected in N ebraska are Demo­ 
cratic. 
In Iowa Representative Hep­ 
burn was the only Republican defeat­ 
ed and the delegation will stand one 
Democrat and ten Republicans.

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BANKERS ARE 
FOUND GUILTY 


Morse and Curtis Convicted by 


Jury in New York. 


REFUSES TO ACCEPT BAIL 


Court 8ends the Two Financiers to 


the 
Tombs 
Prison 
Temporarily. 


Found Guilty af Misapplication of 


Funds and Falsifying the Books of 


the National Bank of North Amer­ 


ica— Recommendation of Mercy for 


Curtis. 


New 
York, 
Nov. 
6.—Charles 
W, 
Morse, until a year ago a dominant 
figure in the world of finance, and Al­ 
fred H. Curtis, former president ot 
the National Bank of North America, 
were found guilty in the crim inal 
branch of the United States circuit 
court on charges of m isapplication of 
funds and falsifying the books of the 
bank. 
There was also the additional 
charge of conspiracy against the pris 
oners, but the jury acquitted the men 
on this count. 
W ithin five m inutes of the tim e the 
Jury had rendered its verdict, Judge 
Hough had refused to entertain a mo­ 
tion for bail and had committed the 
two bankers to the Tombs prison. 
Judge Hough said that later he would 
hear any motion the lawyers for the 
prisoners desire to make. 
His de­ 
cision made it compulsory for th e in 
carceration of Morse and Curtis in 
cells in the Tombs prison for the night. 
The federal statutes provide a mini­ 
mum penalty of five years’ im prison­ 
m ent for falsifying the books of a 
bank, and a penalty of two years’ im­ 
prisonm ent and $5,000 fine, or both, 
for m isapplication of funds. 
No al­ 
ternative but im prisonment is provid 
ed for conviction on the charge of fal­ 
sifying the books of a bank. 
The 
maximum penalty on this charge is 
ten years’ imprisonment. The jury 
recommended clemency for Mr. Cur­ 
tis, but made no recommendation in 
the case of Mr. Morse. 
The scene in the courtroom was a 
dram atic one. 
Mrs. Morse and Mrs. 
Curtis had remained in the courtroom 
nearly the entire day awaiting the ver­ 
dict. 
Mrs. Curtis showed signs of 
giving way to her emotion a num ber 
of times, and once when the jury re­ 
turned to the courtroom to receive 
instructions on the m anner in which 
the conspiracy charge should be con­ 
sidered, Mrs. Morse broke down and 
sobbed. 
It was evident by the excitem ent 
of court attendants some m inutes be­ 
fore the Jury filed in with a verdict 
th at a decision had been reached and 
the news was quickly communicated 
to the principals in the case. 
This 
gave Mr. Morse and Mr. Curtis tim e 
to prepare them selves and to speak 
words 
of 
encouragement 
to 
their 
wives. 


Presaged an Important Verdict. 
As the doors leading to the jury- 
room were thrown open silence fell 
upon the crowd. It could be seen from 
the solemn faces of the jurors th a t an 
im portant verdict was to be delivered. 
Foreman John Elder read the ver­ 
dict. 
Mr. Morse and Mr. Curtis stood 
before the Jury while Mr. E lder was 
reading the verdict and their wives 
gat near. 
“We have agreed upon a verdict in 
the case of both defendants,” said the 
foreman, in a subdued voice. 
“On the 
charge of conspiracy we find them not 
guilty.” A look of relief came to the 
faces of the prisoners and their wives, 
but it only lasted a moment, for Mr. 
Elder continued: “On the charge of 
the misapplication of the funds of the 
bank, we find both defendants guilty. 
On the charge of making false entries 
in the books of the bank, we find both 
defendants guilty. 
In the case of Al­ 
fred H. Curtis, the Jury w ishes to 
m ake a strong recommendation to the 
m ercy of the court ” 
A stifled sob of relief escaped Mrs. 
Curtis as she heard* the recom m enda­ 
tion for m ercy for her husband. 
Mr. 
Curtis took the verdict like a stoic, 
but Morse was unable to conceal the 
disappointm ent he felt, while his wife 
showed no signs of emotion. She kept 
her eyes on her husband, forgetting 
herself, and being concerned only on 
bls account. 
There was a m om entary hush in 
the courtroom after the verdict had 
been read. 
This was broken by a 
buzz of excited conversation and a few 
m inutes later the lawyers for the de­ 
fe n d a n ts w ere making the custom ary 
Amotions for a new trial, for bail, and 
for permission to take an appeal to 
th e circuit court of appeals. 
Judge Hough said th at he would 
hear the m otions later, when the pris- 
oners are, arraigned before. Jilm ^to,he 


sentenced. 
He 
then 
dism issed' the 
Jury and in an incredibly short tim** 
after the verdict had been rendered 
the courtroom bad been cleared of 
spectators. 
Mr. Morse and Mr. Curtis 
were accompanied as far as the Tombs 
prison, several block# away, by their 
wives.

Believed That Both the Republicans 


and Democrats Will Get Part of the 


Electoral 
Vote of 
Maryland— Mis­ 


souri Is Conceded to Taft and He 


Is Assured of Over Three Hundred 


Electoral Votes. 


New York, Nov. 6.—The member­ 
ship of the electoral college which 
will choose the next president of the 
United States remained In dispute 
when the official counters in Maryland 
abandoned their task for the night. 
According to the best inform ation ob­ 
tainable, the proportionate numbers 
of Republican and Democratic electors 
will he determ ined by a division of 
M aryland’s eight votes. 
Half of the 
city of Baltimore and four of the tw en­ 
ty-three counties outside of the capi­ 
tal are still to be counted, but there 
is a strong indication th at the state’s 
vote will be split. 
In any event, the 
margin of victory will be so small 
that the state is claimed by the lead­ 
ers of both parties. 
Though the splitting of a state’s 
electoral vote is unusual. It will be 
recalled that in 1904 M aryland elected 
one Republican and seven Democratic 
electors. 
Missouri appears to be safely for 
Taft, to whom the latest returns give 
a plurality of 4,235. 
Conceding 
Missouri to Taft and 
leaving Maryland to he spilt between 
him and Bryan, the figures show 319 
Republican electors assured and 154 
Democratic. 
L atest congressional returns indi­ 
cate that the next congress will be 
composed of 215 Republicans and 175 
Democrats, a m ajority for the Reffilb- 
licans of 41. 
The returns for the Socialist and 
Prohibition parties are still far from 
complete, but indicate th at the hopes 
of the Socialists have not been realiz­ 
ed and th at the Prohibitionists in 
certain sections where gains have 
been expected, have been disappoint­ 
ed. 
The figures for the Independence 
party vote are also Insufficient, to give 
an accurate idea of w hat the party 
accomplished. 
Outside of the returns, political in­ 
terest was engaged in the exchange 
o f- m essages of congratulation and 
thanks between Mr, Bryan and Mr. 
T aft: a statem ent by Mr. Bryan, in 
which he sets forth his determ ination 
to continue his work for the good of 
all, in the capacity of a private citi­ 
zen; and the announcem ent by Mr. 
Sherman th at it cost him just $2,800 
to be elected vice president.

D a n g ero u s Aerial Slid e A nnually P er­ 
form ed In India. 
India offers many curious things In 
the way of religion, and the strangest 
of them all is the aerial slide, which is 
performed annually at Kulu, in the 
Himalayas. At a point where there is 
a cliff overhanging a precipitous gorge 
several hundred feet in width and a 
hundred feet in depth a rope is made 
fast to the rock. The other end of this 
is carried across the gorge and there 
secured to a stake. 
The total length 
of the rope between the two points is 
when drawn taut 2,500 feet, and the 
end attached to the cliff is several hun­ 
dred feet higher than that fastened on 
the opposite side of the ravine. Thus 
a slide is contrived, and it is a danger­ 
ous one to all appearance. 
It is down this incline that the per­ 
former has his path. 
For the lofty 
journey a sort of saddle is provided 
made of wood, with holes in it, through 
which the rope passes. 
But before a 
start is made the whole length of the 
rope is wet to prevent the saddle from 
catching fire from the friction. 
The 
performer sits astride this seat, and to 
his legs are fastened bags of sand, 
which serve two purposes—they enable 
him to maintain an upright position 
during his lightning-like descent, and 
they Increase the momentum. 
The 
lower end of the rope is carefully 
wound with bits of carpet to check the 
speed before the stake is reached. 
W ithout this precaution the performer 
would be dashed to pieces. 
The terrific velocity of the descent 
for the first few hundred yards is 
shown by the stream of smoke that 
trails from the wake of the saddle, de­ 
spite the fact that the rope has been 
w’et. Afterward the incline diminishes 
somewhat, and the pace becomes corre­ 
spondingly slower. 
By the time the 
goal is reached the jheri, as the per­ 
former is called, is able to come to a 
standstill without disaster. 
This slide in the air is supposed to 
reveal the will of the gods as to the 
crops of the approaching season. 
If 
the perilous trip is accomplished in 
safety a plentiful harvest is assured. 
Naturally, therefore, every care Is tak­ 
en to minimize the dangers of the per­ 
formance. The ceremony is of ancient 
origin, and those who engage in it aa 
jheri form a small caste apart—New 
York Tribune^

WINTER SHEEP FEEDS 
According to the make-up of a sheep’s 
stomach, it is an animal designed for 
the consumption of rough feeds such 
as various sorts of hay and fodder. To 
keep up the fertility of our soil and to 
keep our land clean it is neccessary to 
grow hay crops containing some clover 
and crops that may be cultivated, such 
as fodder corn or shock corn. Such 
feeds have no particular market value 
and should be valued according to the 
cost of producing them. Grains have a 
market value and may be disposed of. 
A dollar invested in producing rough 
feeds will produce more feed than a 
dollar invested in grain at market price. 
Rough feeds, 
therefore, should 
be 
grown and used as feed for sheep. 
Breeding ewes, if in fair condition 
when put into winter quarters in fall, 
need not gain more than from 15 to 25 
pounds per head. This gain allows for 
the development of the unborn lamb 
and the wool crop. 
Rations to make 
the ewe gain slightly yet keep her thrifty 
must be carefully made some rough feeds 
contain considerable fibre. With them 
it is necessary to feed succulent or oily 
feeds. 
For 
example, 
with 
oat 
straw, timothy or oat hay, roots or oil 
cake should be 
fed. 
With clover, 
which is naturally laxative in effect, 
such supplement is not needed. Ex­ 
ercise for the ewes, regularity in feed­ 
ing, watering and salting, are factors 
that count in sheep feeding. 
Rations for ewes in lamb: A few 
rations that have been fed to ewes in 
lamb with good results follow. They 
are the daily feed per IOO lbs. live 
weight. 
1. 2nd crop clover hay alone, 3.5 to 
3.7 lbs. 
2. Com fodder in which are nub­ 
bins, 3.7 lbs. 
3. 2nd crop clover hay, 1.8 lbs., 
roots, 1.5 lbs. 
4. 2nd crop clover hay, 1.5 lbs., 
corn fodder, I lh., oats and com .3 lb. 
5. 2nd crop clover, 2.5 lbs., barley, 
.55 lb. 
6. Cora fodder, 2.6 lba., roots, 1.5 
lbs., oats and com, .3 lb. 
7. 
Oat hay, 1.5 lbs., and (barley 98, 
flax seed 2) .7 lh. 
8. Oat straw, 2 lbs., roots, 1.6 lbs., 
(oats and bran) .6 lb.

South.” 
North Carolina was the most notable 
example, three of the ten members of 
the delegation from th at state being 
Republican. 
This is the first time 
North Carolina has sent Republicans 
to the house since the reconstruction 
days. 
In Virginia several of the Democrats 
had a narrow escape from defeat. 
R epresentative Saunders In the Fifth 
Virginia district claims his election 
by a plurality of 80 votes. 
The Re­ 
publicans claim the district by about 
IOO votes. 
In Missouri the Republi­ 
cans gained two, electing six of the 
sixteen m em bers of the delegation. 
W hile these gains by the Republi­ 
cans in the South were unexpected 
and 
gratifying 
to

Republi­ 
can leaders, they were stunned by the 
losses in N orthern states. 
Eleven of 
the thirteen representatives from In­ 
diana are Democratic and five of the 
six elected in N ebraska are Demo­ 
cratic. 
In Iowa R epresentative Hep­ 
burn was the only Republican defeat­ 
ed and the delegation will stand one 
Democrat and ten Republicans.
